P alm etto, Ga., April 25.—The body 
if Lige Strickland, the negro preacher 
who w as implicated in the Cranford 
murder by Sam Hose, was found sw ing­ 
ing to the limbs of a tree w ithin a mile 
m d a quarter of this place. 
Before 
death was allowed to end tile sufferings 
of the negro, his ears were cut off and 
the small linger of his left hand was 
severed at the second 
joint.

trophies were in Palmetto. 
On the 
chest of the negro was a scrap of blood 
stained notepaper attached with an or 
binary pin. 
On one side of this paper 
was written. 
“ We must protect our 
ladies.” 
On the other side were these 
wolds:

the other day by C. Oliver Iselin, who 
will have control of the boat from the 
time she is launched until after the se­ 
ries of races against the Shamrock. 
J. 
V. S. Oddie, secretary of the New York 
Yacht dub, states that the information 
is authentic. 
Ever since Commodore 
Morgan decided to build a new boat to 
meet the Shamrock there has been more 
or less speculation as to the title to be 
borne by the yacht, and it was not un­ 
til after m ature consideration that Co­ 
lumbia was decided upon. Many yachts­ 
men and other enthusiasts held that as 
the challenging boat was to be named 
after the national flower of the club u n ­ 
der whose flag the challenge was issued, 
it would he courteous and proper to 
christen the American yacht that would 
meet her in the races off the old red 
lightship after the national flower of 
the United States. 
The name Golden 
Rod was suggested, as was also Colum­ 
bine. 
These, with a score of other 
names, were doubtless placed before 
Commodore Morgan, with whom the 
final choice rested. 
The selection proves that the commo­ 
dore prefers a title that is more repre­ 
sentative of the United States than any 
flower would suggest. 
The name Co­ 
lumbia is one th at cannot fail to please 
the most captions as well as the most 
patriotic, and it is safe to predict that 
every American, whether he he interest­ 
ed in the sport of yachting or not, hopes 
that on those October days when the 
Shamrock and the new defender of the 
famous old cup race off Sandy Hook, 
the Colombia will role the waves and 
preserve the trophy on this side of the 
Atlantic for another year at least. 
That the new craft will be the fastest 
yacht that ever was launched from an 
American shipyard is acknowledged by 
all, but the Shamrock ie still an un­ 
known quantity. Her designer has made 
a reputation for himself second to no 
one in the 40 foot classes. Sir Thomas’ 
boat will be the most speedy craft that 
has ever crossed the Atlantic in search 
of the cup.

Finnish-American association 
and the Swedisb-American association 
of Chicago have joined in an appeal to 
the American people and to Immunity 
in general in the interests of Finland, 
whose constitutional rights, they say, 
have been taken away by the recent 
ukase of the czar. 
‘W hat rig h t,” they ask, "has the 
autocrat of Russia to deprive the F in ­ 
land people of their lawful freedom? 
He is not czar of Finland, but merely 
Grand Duke of Finland, pledged by oath 
to respect her constitution. 
W ith one 
stroke of his pen he has forever com 
pletely crippled the landtag. 
He will 
henceforth himself alone make or un 
make the laws. 
Four years ago the 
grand duchy underwent a similar Rus­ 
sianizing. The population was mainly 
Finnish and German, with a few thou­ 
sand Swedes, all of them Protestants. 
" Is the Protestant world going to 
look on with apathy, or are not the 
various Protestant persuasions for once 
to unite their concentrated voice against 
it ere it be too late? Is the civilized 
world going to tolerate the reign of 
terror much longer? A committee of 
influential members of the British par­ 
liament are lending a willing ear to an 
appeal from the Finland patriots in 
their hour of distress. 
But what is the 
entire Protestant world going to do? 
"Bobrikoaf, the new Russian govern 
or 
general of Finland, has asked the 
czar for absolute power to punish w ith­ 
out any legal trial any one who opposes 
the governor’8 will. 
He is represented 
in the Swedish press to have said, ‘Now 
I have fixed those Finnish dogs so that 
none of them can stay.’

occasion, was entitled "A Rooster From 
the R aleigh,” each verse ending: 
For G od’s sake, save th e pieces 
When y ou reach N ew Y ork! 
It is evident that the poet foresaw 
the kindly intentions of our friends in 
that good city. 
All being ready, on Dec. 15 we broke 
oar "homeward bound” pennant and, 
having obtained the usual permission 
by signal, got under way. As we passed 
each ship our friends manned the rig­ 
ging and gave us hearty cheers. 
Of 
course these compliments were returned 
with interest. 
The Olympia and Balti­ 
more had their hands on deck, and the 
good old strains of "Home, 
Sweet 
Hom e,” floated across Cavite hay. 
Be­ 
fore leaving port the Raleigh rounded 
to under the stern of the flagship, and 
we gave three rousing cheers for the 
hero under whose orders it will be for 
each of us a lasting pride to have served. 
It is gratifying to us to know that 
the admiral shared our regret at part­ 
ing. His indorsement on Captain Cogh- 
lan’s orders contained this remarkable 
clause, "W ishing you a pleasant voy­ 
age and parting with you with deep re­ 
gret, I am, very respectfully, George 
Dewey, rear admiral, U. S. N. ” 
The 
Raleigh was certainly a favorite of Ad­ 
miral Dewey. 
She was kept on almost 
constant service of an important nature 
during her stay in the Philippines, and 
Dewey was once heard to say, "The 
Raleigh is always ready, always ready I” 
It would seem that this ship had earned 
her right to this motto. Who could help 
being proud of his vessel when thus 
flattered by such an authority ? 
The run to Singapore was made in 
five days, without incident. The south­ 
ern China sea, except in one of its ugly 
moods, is gentle and pleasant to sail 
upon. 
On arriving at Singapore the 
ship went into drydoek. 
At this port 
began the series of festivities which 
was to follow us throughout our trip. 
Here we found the tine Prince of Wales' 
Own regiment stationed. 
During our 
stay the officers of this regiment, as 
well as those of the artillery, were de 
voted tons. A grand dinner and Christ­ 
mas luncheon given by the regimental 
mess was returned by a dinner on 
board. On this occasion the authorities 
at the botanical gardens most kindly 
sent us a cartload of flowers and greens 
for decorative purposes 
British aud American flag? were con­ 
spicuously displayed,and the regimental 
photograph presented by the officers 
was framed and hung iii the messroom 
At this dinner the president and queen 
were toasted with great enthusiasm, 
while m utual expressions of pleasure at 
the entente between the countries were 
constant. 
At last the time came to de­ 
part. and we regretfully took leave of 
our new friends. 
The run to Colombo 
was made in perfectly smooth water 
aud flue weather 
The bay of Bengal, 
"w here the flying fishes play and the 
dawn comes up like thunder.” was in 
genial mood. 
We saw plenty of flying 
fishes, it is true, hut so far as I observed 
the dawn came np in the nsual ortho­ 
dox manner 
At Colombo the Raleigh was received 
most cordially 
The weather was de­ 
lightful, and we enjoyed immensely 
the cool afternoon breezes on the veran­ 
das of the Galle Face hotel, or club 
The regiment gave us a dinner which 
lasted until 2 in the morning, when a 
sapper was served. 
The band played 
delightfully in the grounds during the

The unavoidable absence of our 
genial captain was much regretted on 
this occasion, as he was dining at Gov­ 
ernment House. We all of us missed the 
presence of one whose fund of anecdote 
and powers of entertainment are well 
known in the service to he unsurpassed. 
Calling at Bombay was made neces­ 
sary by the small coal capacity of toe 
Raleigh. As the plague was at the time 
raging most violently we would have 
omitted this port, not so much from 
dread of the disease, which for Euro- 
not sd very formidable, 
hut from fear of being seriously annoy­ 
ed by sub- fluent quarantine. Ilowevei, 
there was no help for it, sn to Bombax 
we wended airway. As m ath rs turned 
(int we had no reason to regret it, the 
quarantine regulations being through 
tile courtesy of the authorities waived 
for us {it Ad“ii. thus putting us on a 
square basis ft r kiter ports. 
To record 
the hospitalities received at Bombay 
would he a repetition of what has been 
said of Singapore and Colombo. 
The 
usual dinners, luncV us, etc., the same 
expressions of friendship and the same 
Anglo-Saxon banner "to the fore.” 
I must, however, say something cf 
the splendid Yacht club of Bombay, to 
whose members we are indebted for 
much pleasure. 
This club is one-of the 
most remarkable iii the world. 
Its fine 
buildings and s p a c i o u s gardens ofter ev­ 
ery comfort to the tropical resident. 
One of its charming features is the pres­ 
ence of women, who, with their hus­ 
bands and brothers, share its privileges, 
and every fine 
afternoon, about 
6, 
when the 
hand 
is 
playing in the 
grounds, a smartly dressed gathering, 
mounting into the hundreds, may he 
seen taking tin ir ices <>r afternoon tea. 
In spite of the sad havoc the plague was 
making among the natives, it seemed 
evident that foreigners paid little a t­ 
tention to it. 
Between Bombay and Aden the R a­ 
leigh had the very unusual experience of 
running down a whale. 
While racing 
at some 14 knots the ship struck the 
monster fairly in the middle, so that its 
head rose on fine side of the bow and 
its tail came thrashing up on the other. 
And there it hung, forced with awful 
violence through the surging and eddy­ 
ing water. until the ship had been stop­ 
ped and it slid clear of the ram. 
Poor 
whale! The kist seen of him he was 
belly up and sinking with a broken 
back. 
The "barren rocks of Aden” were 
reached on Jan. 27. Aden, like Gibral­ 
tar, is a mere military station. 
The 
English government keeps here a regi­ 
ment of infantry and a large force of 
artillery. 
During our stop we were 
overwhelmed 
with 
attentions 
from 
army, navy and civilians. 
To mention 
in detail the numerous civilities ex­ 
tended us would require a whole article 
by itself. 
It was evident that tim en­ 
tente cordiale was as popular at Aden as 
at previously visited ports. An English 
officer of high rank here said to me, 
"Y our victory at Manila was our vic­ 
tory. ” 
When we reached Suez, we had the 
curious experience of meeting a Span­ 
ish transport loaded with soldiers re­ 
turning 
from 
Manila. 
She 
passed 
through the canal immediately ahead 
of us. 
The fact that just a year before 
there was no idea of war, and Spain 
was to all appearances as firmly seated 
in Manila as Uncle Sam is in New 
York, offered food fur considerable re­ 
flection 
In general when we passed 
Spanish vessels—a not infrequent occur­ 
rence during our journey—they dipped 
their colors to us. 
Certainly events 
have moved rapidly iii a twelvemonth. 
At Port Said the ship merely stopped 
for coal and proceeded to Alexandria. 
By the kind permission of Captain 
Coghlan the officers and many of the 
crew were permitted to visit Cairo. We 
were thus enabled to see this most 
charming place during the height of the 
season, and many distinguished Ameri­ 
cans were found to be in the city at the 
time. Mr. Harrison, our consul general, 
gave us one of those dinners that have 
made him celebrated as a host, and it 
was long after midnight before we bade 
adieu to his hospitable roof. 
Among 
the guests asked to meet us were the 
major general commanding the army 
of occupation and Mr. Harrison, the 
local manager for Cook &Co. This gen­ 
tleman most courteously tendered us 
the use of one of the company’s steam ­ 
ers for a trip up the Nile, and it was 
with much regret that we were obliged 
to decline his most generous offer. 
As 
we steamed out of Alexandria the sev

Nam e C h o s en b y C o m m o d o r e M o r g a n 
F o r th e New C u p D e f e n d e r . 
The new defender of the A m erica’s 
cup will he christened Columbia when 
she glides from her cradle in the Her- 
reshoff shops, about Ju n e I. 
This in­ 
form ation was telegraphed to New York 
the other day by C. Oliver Iselin, who 
will have control of the boat from the 
tim e sin* is lannehed until after the se­ 
ries of races against the Shamrock. 
.1. 
V. S. Oddie, secretary of the New York 
Yacht club, states th at the inform ation 
is authentic. 
Ever since Commodore 
Morgan decided to build a new boat to 
meet the Shamrock there has been more 
or less speculation as to the title to he 
borne by the yacht, and it was not u n ­ 
til after m ature consideration th a t Co­ 
lumbia was decided upon. Many yachts­ 
men and other enthusiasts held that as 
the challenging boat was to be nam ed 
after the national flower of the club u n ­ 
der whose flag the challenge was issued, 
it would he courteous and proper to 
christen the A m erican yacht that woald 
meet her in the races off the old red 
lightship after the national flower of 
the U nited States. 
The nam e Golden 
Hod was suggested, as was also C olum ­ 
bine. 
These, with a score of other 
names, were doubtless placed before 
Commodore Morgan, w ith whom the 
final choice rested. 
The selection proves th a t the commo­ 
dore prefers a title th a t is more repre­ 
sentative of the United States than any 
flower would suggest. 
T he nam e Co­ 
lumbia is one th a t cannot fail to please 
the most captions as well as the most 
patriotic, and it is safe to predict that 
every Am erican, w hether he be interest­ 
ed in the sport of yachting or not, hopes 
th at on those October days when the 
Shamrock and the new defender of the 
famous old cup race off Sandy Hook, 
the Columbia will rule the waves and 
preserve the trophy on this side of the 
A tlantic for another year a t least. 
That the new craft will be the fastest 
yacht that ever was launched from an 
American shipyard is acknowledged by 
all, but the Shamrock is still an un­ 
known quantity. Her designer has made 
a reputation for himself second to no 
one iii the 40 foot classes. Sir Thomas’ 
boat will be the most speedy craft that 
has ever crossed the Atlantic in search 
of the cup. —New York Sun.

G rand Duke of Finland, pledged by oath 
to respect her constitution. 
W ith one 
stroke of his pen he has forever com­ 
pletely crippled the landtag. 
H e will 
henceforth himself alone m ake or u n ­ 
m ake the laws. 
F our years ago the 
grand duchy underw ent a sim ilar R us­ 
sianizing. 
The population was m ainly 
Finnish and G erm an, w ith a few thou­ 
sand Swedes, all of them Protestants. 
“ Is the Protestant world going to 
look on with apathy, or are not the 
various Protestant persuasions for once 
to unite their concentrated voice against 
it ere it be too late? Is the civilized 
world going to tolerate th e reign of 
terror m uch longer? A com m ittee of 
influential members of the B ritish par­ 
liam ent are lending a willing ear to an 
appeal from the Finland patriots in 
their hour of distress. 
B u t w hat is the 
entire P rotestant world going to do? 
“ Bobrikoaf, th e n e w Russian govern­ 
or 
general of Finland, has asked the 
czar for absolute power to punish w ith ­ 
out any legal trial an y o n e who opposes 
the governor’s will.

thank tin; generous citizens of N orth 
Carolina was m ade to do its full duty, 
while amid the arom a of excellent M a­ 
nilas m any a song, story or toast served 
to enliven the brotherly company until 
late into the night. 
The favorite song, 
composed by one of our visitors for the 
occasion, was entitled “ A Rooster From 
the R aleig h ,” each verse ending: 
For God’s sake, save the pieces 
When you reach New York! 
It is evident th a t the poet foresaw 
the kindly intentions of our friends in 
that good city. 
All being ready, on Dec. 15 we broke 
our “ homeward bound” pennant and, 
having obtained the usual permission 
by signal, got u n d erw ay . As we passed 
each shill our friends manned the rig ­ 
ging and gave us hearty cheers. 
Of 
course these com pliments were returned 
w ith interest. 
T he Olympia and B alti­ 
more had their hands on deck, and the 
good 
old strains of 
“ Home, 
Sweet 
Home, ” floated across Cavite bay. 
Be­ 
fore leaving port the Raleigh rounded 
to under the stern of the flagship, and 
we gave three rousing cheers for the 
hero under whose orders it will be for 
each of us a lasting pride to have served. 
It is gratifying to us to know th at 
the adm iral shared our regret at p a rt­ 
ing. His indorsement on Captain Cogh- 
lan’s orders contained this rem arkable 
clause, “ W ishing yon a pleasant voy­ 
age and parting w ith you w ith deep re­ 
gret, I am, very respectfully, G eorge 
Dewey, rear admiral, U. S. N. ” 
The 
Raleigh was certainly a favorite of A d ­ 
m iral Dewey. 
She was kept on almost 
constant service of an im portant nature 
during her stay in the Philippines, and 
Dewey was once heard to say, “ The 
Raleigh is alw ays ready, always ready I” 
It would seem th a t this ship had earned 
her right to this motto. Who could help 
being proud of his vessel when thus 
flattered by such an authority? 
The run to Singapore was made iii 
five days, w ithout incident. The south­ 
ern China sea. except in one of its ugly 
moods, is gentle and pleasant to sail 
upon. 
On arriving a t Singapore the 
ship went into drydock. 
At this port 
began the series of festivities which 
was to follow us throughout our trip. 
Here we found the fine Prince of W ales’ 
Own regim ent stationed. 
During our 
stay the officers of this regiment, as 
well as those of the artillery, were de 
voted to n s. A grand dinner and C hrist­ 
mas luncheon given by the regim ental 
mess was returned by a (tinner on 
board. On this occasion the authorities 
at the botanical gardens most kindly 
sent us a cartload of flowers and greens 
for decorative purposes 
British and American flagg were con­ 
spicuously displayed, and the regim ental 
photograph 
presented by the officers 
was fram ed and hung in the messroom 
At this dinner the president and queen 
were toasted w ith great enthusiasm, 
while m utual expressions of pleasure at 
the entente between the countries were 
constant. 
A t last the tim e came to de­ 
part. and we regretfully took leave of 
our new friends. 
The run to Colombo 
was made in perfectly smooth water 
and tine w eather 
The bay of Bengal, 
“ where the flying fishes play and the 
daw n comes up like th u n d e r.” was in 
genial mood. 
W e saw plenty of flying 
fishes, it is true, but so far as I observed 
the daw n came up in the usual ortho­ 
dox m anner 
At Colombo the Raleigh was received 
most cordially 
The weather was de­ 
lightful, and we enjoyed immensely 
the cool afternoon breezes on the veran 
das of the Galle Face hotel, or clnb 
The regim ent gave us a dinner which 
lasted until 2 in the morning, when a 
lopper was served 
The ban i played 
delightfully in the ground! during the 


evening. rv>nsa s nisi iring marcnes ann 
other American airs forming a large 
part of the programme 
Here, as at 
Singapore, expressions of m utual na­ 
tional esteem and wishes for still closer 
relations were freely indulged in, and 
speeches were made which must have 
caused the abstract Anglo-Saxon's ears 
to tingle with pride and satisfaction. 
Indeed toward the end of the enter­ 
tainm ent the said abstract A .-S. s m ust 
have be on considerably enlarged. 
That 
fact was patent 
As a m atter of course 
tile health of our president and Eng 
land’s sovereign were proposed at the 
proper time, this being a regular func­ 
tion at all m ilitary or naval dinners. 
And, as usual, til*- band. Ii* ing warned 
bv ail unseen signal, as each was cele­ 
brated. th^ I roper national air was 
wafted by the tropical and flower per­ 
fumed breeze 
through the windows. 
Before leaving the table Dewey ami 
Kitchener were remembered, and with 
th** pert anecdote and song wert* iii or­ 
der. 
The unavoidable absence of our 
genial captain was much regretted on 
this occasion, as he was dining at Gov­ 
ernment House. We all of us missed tile 
presence of one whose fund of anecdote 
and powers of entertainm ent are well 
known iii the service to he unsurpassed. 
Calling at Bombay was made neces­ 
sary by tile small coal capacity of tile 
Raleigh. As til** plague was at the time 
raging most violently we would have 
omitted this port, not so much from 
dread of the diseas**, which for E uro­ 
peans appears not so very formidable, 
hut from fear ot being seriou-ly annoy­ 
ed by sub- qiieiit quarantine. However. 
there was no I;* !p for it. so to Bombay 
we wended tm' way. As m atters turned 
out we had no reason to regret it, the 
quarantine regulations being through 
the courtesy of the authorities waived 
for us at Ad* n. thus p u ttin g tis on a 
square basis ti r later ports. 
To record 
the hospitalities received at Bombay 
would he a repetition of w hat has been 
said of Singapore and Colombo. 
The 
nsual dinners, hun V* us, etc., the same 
expressions of friendship and the same 
Anglo-Saxon banner “ to the fore.” 
I must, however, say something cf 
the splendid Yacht club of Bombay, to 
whose members we are indebted for 
much pleasure. 
This club is o n e o f the 
most remarkable iii the world. 
Tts fine 
buildings and spacious gardens offer ev­ 
ery comfort to the tropical resident. 
O neof its Channing features is the pres­ 
ence of women, who, w ith their hus­ 
bands and brothers, share its privileges, 
and every tine 
afternoon, 
about 
ti, 
when the 
hand 
is 
playing iii 
the 
grounds, a sm artly dressed gathering, 
m ounting into the hundreds, m ay he 
seen taking th. ir ices or afternoon tea. 
In spite of th** s ui havoc the plague was 
making among the natives, it seemed 
evident that foreigners paid little a t­ 
tention to it. 
Between Bombay and Aden the R a­ 
leigh had tin* very unusual experience of 
ru n n in g down a whale. 
W hile racing 
a t some 14 knots the ship struck the 
monster fairly in the middle, so th a t its 
head rose on one side of the bow and 
its tail came thrashing up on the other. 
And there it hung, forced with awful 
violence through the surging and eddy­ 
ing water. until the ship had been stop­ 
ped and it slid clear of the ram. 
Poor 
whale! 
The last seen of him he was 
holly up and sinking w ith a broken 
back. 
The “ barren rocks of A den” were 
reached on Jan. 27. Aden, like G ib ral­ 
tar, is a mere m ilitary station. 
The 
English government keeps here a regi­ 
m ent of infantry and a large force of 
artillery. 
D uring our stop we were 
overwhelmed 
with 
attentions 
from 
army, navy and civilians. 
To mention 
in detail the num erous civilities ex­ 
tended us would require a whole article 
by itself. 
It was evident that the en­ 
tente cordiale was as popular at Aden as 
at previously visited ports. An English 
officer of high rank here said to me, 
“ Your victory at Manila was o u r vic­ 
to ry .” 
W hen we reached Suez, we had the 
curious experience of meeting a Span­ 
ish transport loaded with soldiers re­ 
turning 
from 
Manila. 
She 
passed 
through the canal im mediately ahead 
of us. 
The fact that just a year before 
there was no idea of war, and Spain 
was to all appearances as firmly seated 
in Manila as Uncle Sam is in New 
\*>rk, offered food for considerable re­ 
flection 
In general when we passed 
Spanish vessels—a not infrequent occur­ 
rence during our journey— they dipped 
their colors to us. 
Certainly events 
have moved rapidly iii a twelvemonth. 
At Port Said the ship merely stopped 
for coal and proceeded to Alexandria. 
Bv the kind 
permission 
of Captain 
Coghlan the officers and m any of tile 
crew were perm itted to visit Cairo. W e 
were thus enabled 
to see this most 
charm ing place during the height of the 
season, and m any distinguished A m eri­ 
cans were found to be in the city a t the 
time. Mr. Harrison, our consul general, 
gave us one of those dinners that have 
made him celebrated as a host, aud it 
was long after m idnight before we bade 
adieu to his hospitable roof. 
Among 
the guests asked to meet us were the 
major general com m anding the army 
of occupation and Mr. Harrison, the 
local m anager for Cook & Co. This gen­ 
tleman most courteously tendered us 
the use of one of the com pany’s steam ­ 
ers for a trip up the Nile, and it was 
with much regret th a t we were obliged 
to decline his most generous offer. 
As 
we steamed out of Alexandria the sev­ 
eral foreign men-of-war in port m anned

14 and close Nov. GO. The plans of this 
exposition, on which the Quaker City 
is spending $1,000,000, 
differ from 
those of any fair which has yet been 
held in the United States. 
It is solely 
I in tile interest of American manufac­ 
turers and producers. 
It will be held 
nuder the joint auspices of the Phila­ 
delphia Commercial museum and the 
Franklin institute, and, confining itself 
to the specific purposes of its organize 
i tion, will display manufactured prod 
nets of the United States especially 
I suitable for export, and, for the purpose 
of comparison, collections of samples of 
goods made in the commercial countries 
i of Europe and successfully sold in the 
‘ markets of the world. 
Following so promptly upon the be- 
i ginning of an era of unprecedented 
commercial activity and national ex 
pansiou, it indicates that Philadelphia 
is rapid in some respects at least. Con 
gross has appropriated $350,000 in aid 
of the exposition. The city of Philadel 
phia has given $200,000. the state of 


I Pennsylvania $50,000 and the citizens 
of Philadelphia, individually, $50,OOH 
A bill now pending in the leigslatnre 
of Pennsylvania appropriates $200,000 
more, making a total sum of about 
$950,000 which will be available for 
the purposes of the exposition. 
Mr. P. A. B. Widener, a well known 
Philadelphian, who is connected with 
the street railway systems of several of 
the larger cities, -is president ot' the Ex 
position association, and Dr. William 
P. Wilson, director of the Philadelphia 
museums, is the director general of the 
exposition. 
The hoard of directors of 
the Exposition association includes a 
number of the most prominent and en 
ergotic business men of Philadelphia. 
The department of 
manufactured 
products of the United States, which 
will occupy four-fifths of the exhibition 
space, will comprise everything which 
is, can or might be exported, from loco 
motives and heavy machinery to the 
smallest novelties.

samples of goods made abroad and sold 
in all foreign markets in competition 
with American goods and in foreign 
markets in which American trade has 
not yet been developed. 
In many re 
spects this department will be the most 
important of the exposition. It will in­ 
clude articles which are at present most 
in demand in all foreign markets, not 
only those of Europe, but of the orient, 
of South Africa, of South America and 
of Australia. 
They will be exhibited 
side by side with American goods of 
the same kind and will show American 
manufacturers just what competition 
they must meet abroad. These samples 
of goods of foreign manufacture are be­ 
ing selected abroad by competent spe­ 
cialists, aided by the entire consular 
service of the United States, which, by 
the direction of the act of congress 
making the appropriation, is at the dis­ 
posal of the exposition management in 
the work of collecting the samples of 
foreign merchandise. 
A third department in the exposition 
will show in detail how American goods 
must be packed, labeled and shipped in 
order to meet the requirements of for 
eign trade.

Santa Catalina, Cal., to Have an 
Immense Aquarium. 


WILL BE INCLOSED IN AVALON BAY. 
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Southern California in to have a m a ­ 
rine laboratory ami cloop spa zoological 
station Milch as Berlin ami Naples have* 
Tho l a w aquarinm at Naples is tho 
Wonder of Knrope in that line. 
It at 
tracts students from all parts of the 
continent ami 
sightseers from every 
quarter of the blethe. It is a water eau'** 
of tho most curious marine anim als 
known. 
California is to have one. as 
an addition to a list of natural wonders 
already fam ous throughout tie* world. 
it is to be inclosed in tho waters of 
Avalon bay. Catalina island, and Pro­ 
fessor Charles Frederick Holder, 
the 
m oving spirit of the enterprise, 
has 
completed the plans on which it is to he 
conducted. 
W ithin one month its in i­ 
tial plant of Hi tanks will be ready for 
sightseers. 
Thenceforward the work cif 
enlarging and am plifying w ill proceed 
ad infinitum. 
In the aquarium proper almost every 
fish known t« the Pacific and A tlantic 
oceans will bo exhibited. 
Small whales 
and large devilfish w ill give a cireris- 
like character to the affair. The octopus 
w ill have a tank to himself, like any 
respectable side show. He is to measure 
no less than 15 feet across and be a ter­ 
ror of his kind. 
Large tanks w ill hold 
ten foot sharks ami many smaller ones, 
from the “ ham m erhead” to the versa­ 
tile “ p u ff,” which blows him self like a 
balloon. 
He also may constitute a side 
show unto himself and have a separate 
tag on his cage. 
The jewfish, which is 
said to be unable to squeeze him self in­ 
side the Golden G ate ow ing to his size, 
w ill have an entire section of the chan­ 
nel for his private domain. 
Au equally 
large aquatic prison will be provided 
for a couple of whales. 
There will be a school of flying fish 
in one of the compartments. 
Another 
inclosure w ill be given to the lm ninant 
varieties, such as electric fish, lumpfish 
and angel fish, w hile still another will 
contain g igantic turtles. 
The yellow- 
tail, sea bass, salmon and such common 
er denizens of the deep w ill bo provided 
for no less carefully. 
The bonito— call­ 
ed the “ sea h u m m in g b ir d ” — the skate, 
the ray, the crab in his various fam i­ 
lies, tho starfish, the abalone, the sea 
cucumber, the limpet and hundreds of 
shellfish will be looked after w ith su it­ 
able accommodations. 
The squid w ill be on v ie w — the 500 
pound sea anim al that gives ink. has 
pens, a beak like a parrot and changes 
color like a chameleon. 
The enormous 
sunfish will he shown side by side w ith 
the delicate, brilliantly colored jellyfish, 
to whose society it is addicted. 
Tho re­ 
moras ami pilot fishes w hich accom pany 
sharks will bask in social proxim ity. 
The electric 
ray 
w ill 
kindly 
give 
“ shocks” to visitors desirous of petting 
him. 
The entennarius w ill build an 
aquatic nest for you w hile you wait. 
Phosphorescent anim als w ill shed light 
beneath tile water that you may better 
inspect them in all their glory. 
Santa Catalina is tho only spot in 
California, in the opinion of experts, 
where such an institution uiay he m ain­ 
tained successfully on a large scale. For 
some m onths Professor Holder aud oth ­ 
ers have been conducting experim ents 
there to determ ine the ease w ith which 
anim al life can he obtained, and it is 
the opinion of these students that A v a­ 
lon bay is unsurpassed by any aquarium 
site in tho world. Visitors whose atten­ 
tion has been attracted by the strange 
proceedings have been amazed at the 
anim als recently exhibited in a 8 by 3 
tank, and an easterner am ong the guests 
— a natnralist w ho had traveled the 
world over observing the 
provisions 
being made by science for tho study of 
anim al life— averred that the fam ous 
aquarium at Naples w as less favored 
by nature than the proposed establish­ 
ment iii Avalon hay. 
Professor Holder was interviewed on 
the subject of tho Catalina aquarium. 
He said: “ Our work w ill he ready for 
inspection by the time the Educational 
association 
members 
arrive 
at 
San 
Franc isco next July. A ll these teachers, 
or a great majority of 
them, teach 
zoology or natural history, and very 
It * a ut them have had an opportunity 
to see the remarkable and beautiful 
fauna et thi> legion, alive or dead, and 
it e a urn i to me that a living exhibit 
of all tin* marine animals of this region 
wo: I i bt* a valuable object lessen from 
an e birational standpoint ami extreme 
Iv int la sting and entertaining as well. 
“ To make an exhibit of this kind oil 
the mainland was impossible w ithout a 
vast outlay of expense, lait at Avalon 
bay, where the anim al supply is only a 
few feet aw ay and can be replenished 
at little or no expense, the exhibit is 
possible, and the 
Panning 
company 
have decided to make it. and, having 
had some expeldeuce with such matters, 
I shall prepare the exhibit and endeavor 
to make it of value as w ell as a pleasure 
to visiting educators. 
I see no reason 
tvhv tho exhibit may not bo made a 


valuable adjunct to our school System 
I noticed in the newspapers a few days 
ago a telegram to the effect that the 
Mount Holyoke college had just paid 
for a chair iii the aquarium and marine 
laboratory of Naples, Italy. In a word, 
this m eans that they are going to send 
their students, or some of them, 
in 
zoology to Naples to study. 
“ I have been studying and observing 
the m arine fauna of southern < 'alit - ii in < 
for IO or 12 years, and I venture tim 
statem ent that I can dem onstrate that 
in our own waters w e have a fauna 
quite as remarkable, if not more so 
than the bay of Naples. 
There i-^ not a 
day passes but what som ething now is 
found, and the field has been but skim ­ 
med over. 
I believe that this will re­ 
sult in the establishm ent here u ltim a te­ 
ly of a large and permanent aquarium 
and seaside zoological laboratory, 
in 
w hich the students of any school or 
college should be given every facility 
for study, either free or at a nom inal 
cost. 
The P anning com pany has in ­ 
formed me that they w ill establish such 
a plant, beginning w ith 
15 or more 
tanks, and increase it as occasion seems 
to demand. 
“ N ow , if some good friend of science 
and education would m eet this very 
liberal offer and equip tim laboratory 
w ith microscopes and other m aterial as 
tin* Naples 
aquarium and zoological 
station lias been provided by friends of 
science a valuable work w ould he ac­ 
complished, and all the facilities for 
higher education in the departm ent of 
zoological science would h e a t h an d .” 
“ W hen w ill the exhibit he ready?” 
“ I have been experim enting for sev­ 
eral weeks w ith a single tank, and I 
think in a month or six w eeks w e can 
have 15 tanks ready and by July an 
exhibit w hich w ill be a revelation to 
zoologist or la y m a n .” — Si.n Fsaucisco 
Examiner.

“ The schools I propose to establish 
m ust be supported by tho Cubans by 
taxation, just as they are m aintained 
here. If I succeed iii establishing schools 
in central Cuba, sim ilar institutions 
w ill soon spring up all over the island. ”

T h usfa r it h a s “ done” 70 miles 
an hour w ith such ridiculous ease that 
It is ex pected to ex ceed the estim ate of 
a mile every 40 .«00111(18. 
The best type of spei’dy loconuitive 
that stands on the rails today is prob­ 
ably the machine that draw s the rec rd 
Imlding Empiit* State ex iiress of the 
New York (’entral and Hudson Ilivi i 
railroad, old “ 000.” 
The “ 000” tips 
the scales at 02 tons, but the Boston 
and Albany monster weighs 85 tons 
w ithout its tender and 120 tons with 
that appendage. The train w ith which 
“ 9 9 0” makes its average of 53.58 miles 
an hour weighs 343 tons. 
The new 
steam Hercules has reeled off 70 miles 
an hour and is ex pected to do m uch 
better w ith a train aggregating 810 
tons.

A new claimant for the title of the 
fastest tiling on earth is in daily “ train ­ 
ing” between Boston aud Springfield 
along tile gleaming rails of the Boston 
and Albany railroad. 
It is a mighty 
locomotive, numbered 221, beside whose 
proportions the famous 99V of the Em­ 
pire State express sinks into compara­ 
tive insignificance. 
Its like never before has been created. 
Whether it will be duplicated in the 
future depends on how well it fulfils the 
builders’ prediction of a sustained speed 
of VO miles an hour with a heavy train 
ever ordinary roadbeds, grades and 
(urves. Thus far it has “ done” 70 miles 
an hour with such ridiculous ease that 
it is expected to exceed the estimate of 
a mile every 40 seconds. 
The best type of speedy locomotive 
that stands on the rails today is prob­ 
ably the machine that draws the reta rd 
holding Empire State express of the 
New York Central and Hudson River 
railroad, old “ 999. ” The “ 999 
tips 
the scales at 02 tons, but the Boston 
and Albany monster weighs 85 tons 
without its tender and 120 tons with 
that appendage. The train with which 
“ 999” makes its average of 53.58 miles 
an hour weighs 243 tons. 
The new 
steam Hercules has reeled off 70 miles 
an hour and is expected to do much 
better with a train aggregating 810 
tons. The ‘*999” had a maximum aafety 
boiler pressure of 190 pounds of steam 
to the square inch, but this Boston and 
Albany engine carries 230 pounds. The 
cylinders of “ 999” are I# by 34 inches, 
but those of its new rival are compound 
23 by 34 by 30 inches. 
The diameter of the driving wheels 
of the “ 999,” 7 feet 3V£ inches, exceeds 
those of the new machine, 0 feet 3 
inches, but the former engine has but 
double drivers, while the new idea has 
three, thus more than compensating in 
power for what is lost in speed by re­ 
ducing the diameters. 
The storage ca­ 
pacity of the big tender was calculated 
on a basis of several hundred miles 
without restocking, and when she pulls 
out of Boston each afternoon, except 
Sunday, at 4 o’clock for her run to 
Springfield and hack she carries 4,500 
gallons of water and eight tons of coal. 
Allowing 40 pounds of coal to the mile, 
which is really considerably more than 
is required, that permits of a 400 mile 
run without a stop, and the peculiar 
construction of steam chests and cylin­ 
ders affords the greatest economy in the 
use of water. 
Viewed from a little distance this 
new record breaker is very deceptive 
while in motion. The eye and ear, as a 
rule, estimate the speed of a train by 
the rapidity of the puffing exhausts of 
the locomotive, and as this machine 
“exhausts” only half as often as an old 
style locomotive the first impression is 
that it isn’t moving so very speedily 
after all 
The ordinary engine “ex­ 
hausts” four times to each revolution 
of the drivers, but this, owing to the 
compound cylinder connections, “ex­ 
hausts” only twice. 
Not the least interesting fact in con 
nection with this monster of the rails 
is that its engineer is a physician in 
active practice as well as an expert in 
mechanics. 
The door of his residence 
on a pretty hillside in Brighton bears 
th^nam e in gilt letters of “ Dr. H. F 
Brffckett, ” and it is here, with his 
wife, that the man of science and of 
machinery lives. 
When the “ driver’ 
has washed away the grime accumu­ 
lated in his mile a minute run with the 
New York “ special,” he becomes at 
once the physician and goes forth among 
his patients. 
The big machine he drives he feels to 
be the superior as an express locomotive 
to anything that holds the rails today 
in the form of old type engines. 
Eng­ 
land, however, is making experiments 
with a steam novelty for speed and 
power whose possibilities are as little 
known as are those of the Boston and 
Albany speed monster. The most novel 
feature in the coming British champion 
is the absence of such powerful steel 
connecting rods as bind together the 
driving wheels of the American locomo­ 
tive. 
The piston and cylinder are lo­ 
cated at a point midway of the drivers, 
and other innovations almost equally 
startling are made in other parts of 
the machinery, with a view to greater 
concentration of direct power than pres­ 
ent types have permitted. 
The British 
machine is not so heavy as the new 
American, however, nor is its hill climb­ 
ing ability with a heavy train expected 
to be so great. The English roads have 
Jew such difficult grades as distinguish 
the fiailroads in this country in the east 
or in the west, but on a level straight­ 
away it is a question that only practical 
trial will settle as to whether the Yan­ 
kees or the Britons will have to “ try 
again” to secure and hold the distinc­ 
tion of supremacy in speed and invent 
ive genius.—Springfield Republican.

That one had ceased from his labors and was 
cheering with shouting of glee 
At tile smoking wrecks his gun had made, the 
wrecks that dotted the sea. 


His was the glory of battle, his the fame and 
renown,

Standing on iron smooth as lf polished, so hot 
that it blisters his feet, 
Quenching burnt throat with hot water, dirty, 
brackish, but yet to him sweet; 


Mid the rush of forced draft and roar of fur 
mice hearing the cry for more steam, 
Making the heat yet fiercer, making the red 
fires gleam ; 


Far away from the light of heaven, seeing 
only by glare of lump, 
Where his breath comes to him through air 
tubes, and the walls are dripping with 
damp; 


Down in the depths of the vessel, barred down 
by plates of thick steel, 
Knowing naught of the battle save when the 
guns make the ship reel; 


La the clang and clatter of engines where noise 
makes his head reel and swim 
Tile sounds of the battle above him come down 
only distant and dim; 


Working with limbs sore and aching, heart 
bursting from heat and toil, 
Eyes staring, head throbbing, back breaking, 
ami over all the stink of the oil: 


Not a moment dare he pause from labor; he 
must carry and heave in tile coal, 
For the ship must fly fast through the water. 
must rush swiftly on to its goal.

His ta-k is to fill up the furnace, to keep fire* 
gleaming and bright 


This is the fireman’s «hare of the battle, this 
how his work is done. 
To him comes the ton of the battle, the glory 
to the man at the gun. 


The gunner is the hereof story. To him conies 
glory and fame, 
But the man below is unthought of. The world 
knows not of his name. 


A new claimant for tho title of tho 
fastest tiling on earth is in daily “ train 
inn” between Boston aud Springfield 
along the gleaming rails of the Boston 
and Albany railroad. 
It is a mighty 
locomotive, numbered 221, beside whose 
proportions the famous Wily of the Em ­ 
pire State express sinks into compara­ 
tive insignificance. 
Its like never before has been created. 
W hether it will be duplicated in the 
future depends on how well itfrlfils the 
builders’ prediction of a sustained speed 
of 90 miles »«i hour with a heavy train 
ever ordinary roadbeds, grades and 
curves. Thus far it has “ done" 70 miles 
an hour with such ridiculous ease that 
it is expected to exceed the estimate ut 
a mile every 40 sect lids. 
The best type (if speedy locomotive 
that stands on the rails today is prob­ 
ably the machine that draws the record 
holding Empire State express of tin 
New York Central and Hudson Rivet 
railroad, old “ 999." 
The “ 999" tips 
th»i scales at 02 tons. hut the Boston 
nnd Albany monster weighs 85 tons 
without its tender and 120 tons with 
that appendage. The train with which 
“ 999" makes its average of 53.58 miles 
an hour weighs 243 tons. 
The new 
steam Hercules has reeled off 70 miles 
an hour and is expected to do much 
better with a train aggregating 310 
tons. The “ 999" had a maximum safety 
boiler pressure of 190 pounds of steam 
to the square inch, but this Boston and 
Albany engine carries 220 pounds. The 
cylinders of “ 999" are 19 by 24 inches, 
but those of its new rival are compound 
22 by 34 by 36 inches. 
The diameter of the driving wheels 
of the “ 999," 7 feet 3H inches, exceeds 
those of the new machine, 6 feet 
inches, but the former engine has but 
double drivers, while the new idea has 
three, thus more than compensating in 
power for what is lost in speed by re­ 
ducing the diameters. 
The storage ca­ 
pacity of the big tender was calculated 
on a basis of several hundred miles 
without restocking, and when she pulls 
out of Boston each afternoon, except 
Sunday, at 4 o’clock for her m n to 
Springfield and hack she carries 4,500 
gallons of water and eight tons of coal. 
Allowing 40 pounds of coal to the mile, 
which is really considerably more than 
is required, that permits of a 400 mile 
run without a stop, and the peculiar 
construction of steam chests and cylin 
ders affords the greatest economy in the 
use of water. 
Viewed from a little distance this 
new record breaker is very deceptive 
while in motion. The eye and ear, as a 
role, estimate the speed of a train by 
the rapidity of the puffing exhausts of 
the locomotive, and as this machine 
“ exhausts" only half as often as an old 
style locomotive the first impression is 
that it isn’t moving so very speedily 
after all. 
The ordinary engine “ ex 
hausts" four times to each revolution 
of the drivers, but this, owing to the 
compound cylinder connections, “ ex­ 
hausts" only twice. 
Not the least interesting fact in con­ 
nection with this monster of the rails 
is that its engineer is a physician in 
active practice as well as an expert iii 
mechanics. 
The door of his residence 
on a pretty hillside in Brighton bears 
th*;,name in gilt letters of “ Dr. H. F. 
Brlfckett," and it is here, with his 
wife, that the man of science and of 
machinery lives. 
When the “ driver” 
has washed away the grime aecuum- 
lated in his mile a m inute run with the 
New York “ special," ho becomes at 
once the physician and goes forth among 
his patients. 
The big machine he drives he feels to 
he the superior as an express locomotive 
to anything that holds the rails today 
in the form of old type engines. 
Eng­ 
land, however, is making experiments 
with a steam novelty for speed and 
power whose possibilities are as little 
known as are those of the Boston and 
Albany speed monster. The most novel 
feature in the coming British champion 
is the absence of such powerful steel 
connecting rods as hind together the 
driving wheels of the American locomo­ 
tive. 
The pistil! and cylinder are lo­ 
cated at a point midway of the drivers, 
and other innovations almost equally 
startling are made in other parts of 
the machinery, with a view to greater 
concentration of direct flower than pres­ 
ent types have permitted. 
The British 
machine is not so heavy as the new 
American, however, nor is its hill climb­ 
ing ability with a heavy train expected 
to be so great. 
The English roads have 
iew such difficult grades as distinguish 
the railroads in this country in the east 
or in the west, hut on a level straight­ 
away it is a question that only practical 
trial will settle as to whether the Yan­ 
kees or the Britons will have to “ try 
again" to secure and hold the distinc­ 
tion of supremacy in speed and invent 
ive genius.—Springfield Republican

W ashington, April 25.—The W ade 
court of inquiry, appointed to investi­ 
gate the allegations made by Major j 
I General Miles in his testim ony before 
tin* war investigating com mission con- | 
! cerning the meat furnished the army 
during til** late war with Spain, held its . 
I lust opt n se s. iou aud w ill prepare a : 
I report. 
Major L<*o, who had been Major Gen- 
eral M iles’ 
representative before the 
board, summed up for his side of the J 
ease. 
Recorder Davis read brief reports 
from General Breckinridge, the 
in- I 
spector general, and also from tw o of j 
his subordinates, Major Philip Read** 
and Lieutenant Colonel Garlington, as 
to the result of their individual work 
aud observations. 
General 
Breckin­ 
ridge condemned the canned beef ration 
and, speaking generally, said that w hile 
the army ration fulfilled all the scien­ 
tific requirements as to food values, its 
component parts should be changed to 
meet the new conditions of service*. 
As 
the ration was fixed by law , this was 
for congress to remedy. 
He also sug­ 
gested that articles required by sick aud 
convalescent soldiers should be added. 
Major Lee summed un the ease, dis­ 
claim ing at the outset that ho was act­ 
ing as counsel for Major General Miles 
in a technical sense, and adding that he 
had been there simply to present and 
elicit evidence. 
He read his argument 
from carefully prepared manuscript, and 
was given careful attention by the three 
members of the court and the recorder, 
no one else being present, except the 
representatives of the press. 
His state­ 
ment consumed about an hour and when 
he concluded w ith the statement that 
the members of the board must decide 
whether the great fraud and great crime 
which he believed had been committed 
should be carried before the courts, R e­ 
corder Davis arose and said simply, “ I 
submit the case to the board without 
argum ent.”

In this c o n n e c tio n Captain Evans of 
the Iowa relates this story of one of his 
crew ; 
“ W hile rescuing the officers and crew 
of the Vizcaya a boatswain’s mate 
named Trainer showed wonderful nerve 
and courage and was afterward pro­ 
moted at my request for his conduct. 
The boat of which Trainor was acting 
cockswain was lying near the stern of 
the burning cruiser, and most of the 
Spanish sailors crowded on her upper 
deck aft had been persuaded to jump 
overboard, and were thus saved. Three 
remained, however, holding on to the 
rail, w ith their bodies hanging over the 
side of the almost redhot ship. Trainor 
was heard to say, ‘We must save them 
men som ehow ,' and w ithout orders he 
jumped overboard, swam to the side of 
the Vizcaya, clambered up to the deck 
at the im m inent risk of his life, kicked 
the three men overboard, took a header 
him self and succeeded in rescuing all 
three of them. 
The water was full of 
sharks snapping and tearing at the 
Spanish dead and wounded.

The new defender of the America’s 
cup will he christened Columbia when 
she glides from her cradle in the Her- 
resboff shops, about June I. 
This in­ 
formation was telegraphed to New York 
the other day by C. Oliver Iselin, who 
will have control of the boat from the 
tim e she is launched until after the se­ 
ries of races against the Shamrock. 
J. 
V. S. Oddie, secretary of the New York 
Yacht club, states that the information 
is authentic. 
Ever since Commodore 
Morgan decided to build a new’ boat to 
meet the Shamrock there has been more 
or less speculation as to the title to be 
borne by the yacht, and it won* not un­ 
til after mature consideration that Co­ 
lumbia was decided upon. Many yachts­ 
men and other enthusiasts held that as 
the challenging boat was to be named 
after the national flower of the club un­ 
der whose flag the challenge was issued, 
it would be courteous arid proper to 
christen the American yacht that would 
meet her in the races off the old red 
lightship after the national flower of 
the United States. 
The name Golden 
Rod was suggested, as was also Colum­ 
bine. 
These, with a score of other 
names, were doubtless placed before 
Commodore Morgan, with whom the 
final choice rested. 
The selection proves that the commo­ 
dore prefers a title that is more repre­ 
sentative of the United States than any 
flower would suggest. 
The name Co­ 
lumbia is one that cannot fail to please 
the most captions as well as the most 
patriotic, and it is safe to predict that 
every American, whether he be interest­ 
ed in the sport of yachting or not, hopes 
that on those October days when the 
Shamrock and the new defender of the 
famous old cup race off Sandy Hook, 
the Columbia will rule the waves and 
preserve the trophy on this side of the 
Atlantic for another year at least 
That the new craft will be the fastest 
yacht that ever was launched from an 
American shipyard is acknowledged by 
all, but the Shamrock is still an un­ 
known quantity. Her designer has made 
a reputation for himself second to no 
one in the 40 foot classes. Sir Thomas’ 
boat will be the most speedy craft that 
has ever crossed the Atlantic in search 
of the cup.—New York Hun.

stroke of his pen he has forever com­ 
pletely crippled the landtag. 
He will 
henc eforth himself alone make or un­ 
make the laws. 
Four years ago the 
grand duchy underwent a similar Rus­ 
sianizing. 
The population was mainly 
Finnish and German, with a few thou­ 
sand Swedes, all of them Protestants. 
“ Is the Protestant world going to 
look on with apathy, or are not the 
various Protestant persuasions for once 
to unite their concentrated voice against 
it ere it be too late? Is the civilized 
world going to tolerate the reign of 
terror much longer? A committee of 
influential members of the British par­ 
liament are lending a willing ear to an 
appeal from the Finland patriots in 
their hour of distress. 
Bot what is the 
entire Protestant world going to do? 
“ Bobrikoaf. the new Russian govern­ 
or 
general of Finland, has asked the 
czar for absolute power to punish w ith­ 
out any legal trial anyone who opposes 
the governor’s will.

HONORS PAID OUR NAVAL HEROES.

It is difficult to describe the surprise 
en board the 
United States cruiser 
Raleigh when, on Dec. 12, 1898, the 
word came, “ You are ordered to New 
York. ” Every one fully expected to re­ 
main on the station at Manila for many 
months at least. 
Indeed the story was 
hardly credited until coining officially 
from the great Dewey himself. 
As it was generally believed that 
nothing was left for the navy in Asiatic 
waters but rontine duty, we were con­ 
sidered in great luck, and congratula­ 
tions were showered upon us from all 
sides. Yet, glad as we were to be ordered 
borne, our happiness was impaired by 
the prospect of parting from our dear 
admiral. Had we known that work still 
remained for the navy in Manila it is 
needless to say what our choice would 
have been. 
Many transfers in the per­ 
sonnel were at once effected, and more 
than one poor fellow drew a long face 
on Anding he was to remain behind. 
The evening before the Raleigh’s de­ 
parture we gave a farewell smoker to 
the officers of the fleet. 
The great silver 
punch 
bowl 
for which we have to 
thank the gent ions citizens of North 
Carolina was made to do its full duty, 
while amid the aroma of excellent Ma­ 
nilas many a song, story or toast served 
to enliven the brotherly company until 
late into the night. 
The favorite song, 
composed by one of our visitors for the 
occasion, was entitled “ A Rooster From 
the R aleigh,” each verse ending: 
F o r God’s sake, save the pieces 
When you reach New York! 
It is evident that the poet foresaw 
the kindly intentions of our friends in 
that good city. 
All being ready, on Dec. 15 we broke 
our “ homeward bound” pennant and, 
having obtained the usual permission 
by signal, got underway. As we passed 
each ship our friends manned the rig­ 
ging and gave us hearty cheers. 
Of 
coarse these compliments were returned 
with interest. 
The Olympia and Balti­ 
more hail their bands on deck, and the 
good old strains of “ Home, 
Sweet 
Hom e,” floated across Cavite bay. 
Be­ 
fore leaving port the Raleigh rounded 
to under the stern of the flagship, and 
we gave three rousing cheers for the 
hero under whose orders it will he for 
each of us a lasting pride to have served. 
it is gratifying to ns to know that 
the admiral shared our regret at part­ 
ing. His indorsement on Captain Cogh- 
lan’s orders contained this remarkable 
clause, “ Wishing you a pleasant voy­ 
age and parting with you with deep re­ 
gret, I am, very respectfully, George 
Dewey, rear admiral, U. S. N. ” 
The 
Raleigh was certainly a favorite of Ad­ 
miral Dewey. 
She was kept on almost 
constant service of an important nature 
during lier stay in the Philippines, aud 
Dewey was once heard to say, “ The 
Raleigh is always ready, always ready I” 
It wonld seem that this ship had earned 
her right to this motto. Who could help 
being proud of his vessel when thus 
flattered by such an authority '; 
The ran to Singapore was made in 
five days, without incident. The south­ 
ern China sea, except in one of its ugly 
nit a sis, is gentle aud pleasant to sail 
upon. 
On arriving at Singapore the 
ship went into drydock. 
At this port 
began the series of festivities which 
was to follow us throughout our trip 
Here we found the tine Prince of Wales 
Own regiment stationed 
During our 
stay the oflicers of this regiment, as 
well as those of the artillery, were de 
voted to us. A grand dinner and Christ­ 
mas luncheon given by the regimental 
mess was returned by a dinner on 
board. On this occasion the authorities 
at the botanical gardens most kindly 
sent us a cartload of flowers and greens 
for decorative purposes 
British and American flags? were con­ 
spicuously display etl.aud the regimental 
photograph presented by the officers 
was framed and hung in the messman 
At this dinner the president ami queen 
were toasted with great enthusiasm, 
while mutual expressions of pleasure at 
the entente between the countries were 
constant. 
At last the time came to de­ 
part, and we regretfully took leave of 
oar new’ friends. 
The run to Colombo 
was made iu perfectly smooth water 
aud tine weather 
The hay of Bengal, 
“ where the flying Ashes play and the 
dawn comes u p like thunder.” was iu 
genial mood 
We saw plenty of flying 
Ashes, it is true, but so far as I observed 
the dawn came np in the usual ortho­ 
dox manner 
At Colombo the Raleigh was received 
most cordially 
The weather was de­ 
lightful, and we enjoyed immensely 
the cool afternoon breezes on the veran 
das of the Galle Face hotel, or club 
The regiment gave us a dinner which 
lasted until 2 in the morning, when a 
flipper was served. 
The band played 
dcligbtfnUy in the grounds during the 


evening. Sousa s inspiring marcnes ana 
other American airs forming a large 
part of the programme 
Hero, as at 
Singapore, expressions of mutual na­ 
tional esteem and wishes for still closer 
relations were freely indulged iii, and 
* speeches were mad# which must have 
caused the abstract Anglo-Saxon’s ears 
to tingle with pride and satisfaction. 
Indeed toward the end of the enter­ 
tainment the said abstract A .-S. s must 
have been considerably enlarged. That 
fact was patent 
As a matter of course 
the health of our president and Eng­ 
land’s sovereign were proposed at the 
proper time, this being a regular func­ 
tion at all military or naval dinners. 
And, as usual, tim band, being warned 
by an unseen signal, as each was cele­ 
brated, the proper national air was 
wafted by the tropical and flower per­ 
fumed breeze through the windows. 
Before leaving the table Dewey and 
Kitchener were remembered, and with 
the port anecdote and song were in or­ 
der. 
The unavoidable absence of our 
genial captain was much regretted on 
this occasion, as he was dining at Gov­ 
ernment House. We all of us missed the 
presence of one whose fund of anecdote 
and powers of entertainment are well 
known in the service to be unsurpassed. 
Calling at Bombay was made neces­ 
sary by the small coal capacity of tile 
Raleigh. As the plague was at the time 
raging most violently we would have 
omitted this port, not so much from 
dread of the disease, which for Euro­ 
peans appears not so very formidable, 
but from fear of being seriously annoy­ 
ed by sub- qnetit quarantine. However. 
there was no help for it, so to Bombay 
we wended airway. As matters turned 
cut we had no reason to regret it. the 
quarantine regulations being through 
the courtesy of the authorities, waived 
for us at Aden, thus putting us on a 
square basis f( r later ports. 
To record 
the hospitalities received at Bombay 
would be a repetition of what has been 
said of Singapore and Colombo. 
The 
usual dinners, lunch*3 ns, etc., the same 
expressions of friendship and the same 
Anglo-Saxon banner “ to the fore.” 
I must, however, say something cf 
the splendid Yacht club of Bombay, to 
whose members we are indebted for 
milch pleasure. 
This club is on eo f the 
most remarkable in the world, 
fts fine 
buildings and spacious gardens offer ev­ 
ery comfort to the tropical resident. 
One of its charming features is the pres­ 
ence of women, who, with their hus­ 
bands and brothers, share its privileges, 
and every fine 
afternoon, 
about 
6, 
when the 
hand 
is 
playing in the 
grounds, a smartly dressed gathering, 
mounting into the hundreds, may he 
seen laking tin ir ices or afternoon tea. 
In spite of the sad havoc the plague was 
making among tin- natives, it seemed 
evident that foreigners paid little at­ 
tention to it. 
Between Bombay and Aden the Ra­ 
leigh had the very unusual experience of 
running down a whale. 
W hile racing 
at some 14 knots the ship struck the 
monster fairly in the middle, so that its 
head rose on one side of the bow and 
its tail came thrashing up on the other. 
And there it hung, forced with awful 
violence through the surging and eddy­ 
ing water. until the ship had been stop­ 
ped and it slid clear of the ram. 
Poor 
whale! The last seen of him he was 
belly up and sinking with a broken 
back. 
The “ barren rocks of Aden” were 
reache*! on Jan. 27. Aden, like Gibral­ 
tar, is a mere military station. 
The 
English government keeps here a regi­ 
ment of infantry and a large force of 
artillery. 
During our stop we were 
overwhelmed 
with 
attentions 
from 
army, navy and civilians. 
To mention 
in detail the numerous civilities ex­ 
tended us would require a whole article 
by itself. 
It was evident that the en­ 
tente cordial© was as popular at Aden as 
at previously visited ports. An English 
officer of high rank here said to me, 
“ Your victory at Manila was our vic­ 
tory. ” 
When we reached Suez, we had the 
curious experience of meeting a Span­ 
ish transport loaded with soldiers re­ 
turning 
from 
Manila. 
She 
passed 
through the canal immediately ahead 
of us. 
The fact that just a year before 
there was no idea of war. and Spain 
was to all appearances as firmly seated 
in Manila as Uncle Sam is in New 
York, ottered food for considerable re­ 
flection 
In general when we passed 
Spanish vessels— a not infrequent occur­ 
rence during our journey—they dipped 
their colors to us. 
Certainly events 
have moved rapidly in a twelvemonth. 
At Port Said the ship merely stopped 
for coal and proceeded to Alexandria. 
By the kind permission of Captain 
Coghlan the officers and many of the 
crew were permitted to visit Ca ira We 
were thus enabled 
to see this most 
charming place during the height of the 
season, and many distinguished Ameri­ 
cans were found to he in the city ut the 
time. Mr. Harrison, our consul general, 
gave us one of those dinners that have 
made him celebrated as a host, aud it 
was long after midnight before we bade 
adieu to his hospitable roof. 
Among 
the guests asked to meet us were the 
major general commanding the army 
of occupation and Mr. Harrison, the 
local manager for Cook & Co. This gen­ 
tleman most courteously tendered ns 
the use of one of the company’s steam­ 
ers for a trip up the Nile, and it was 
with much regret that we were obliged 
to decline his most generous offer. 
As 
we steamed out of Alexandria the sev­ 
eral foreign meo-of-war in port manned 


the rigging and “ cheered ship.'• 
Iii a couple of days we reached Malt 
and on our arrival were welcomed m, t 
pleasantly by the English soldiers, *h, 
came down to the point in great 'n . 
hers and gave us three hearty British 
cheers 
Nearly the whole English fill, 
was in port, and the army and navy ^ 
erted every effort to make our visit a 
pleasant one. 
We were given dinner?* 
opera parties and all sorts of entertain­ 
ments. 
Indeed, so much attention be­ 
came embarrassing, as our engagement* 
left us no opportunity to make return 
for these hospitalities. 
Among the 
interesting entertain 
in en ta to which we were asked was a 
dinner and private theatricals given bv 
the officers of H. M. S. Empress of In­ 
dia. 
The play was “ Cinderella.” th, 
feminine parts being taken with gn q 
effect by some of the younger midship, 
men. We were complimented by seeing 
the stage draped with our dear stars 
and stripes, intwined with the flag of 
old England. 
A little joke was brought in about 
Hobson which caused much applause 
and amusement.—Cor. New York He”

He had large financial inter­ 
est in a tunnel by wThich it was pro­ 
posed to gain liberty—in fact was its 
originator and chief promoter. 
His 
-took in the enterprise was placed at a 
cool hundred thousand. 
After success­ 
fully tunneling beyond the stockade, so 
insecure was the roofing that one of the 
sentries’ horses fell through, thus stop­ 
ping further progr0<*s as well as giving 
away the plan of escape. 
Today he is one of the enterprising 
citizens of this village and nothing de­

Philadelphia is to give a great expo­ 
sition next fall. 
It will open on Sept. 
14 and close Nov. 30. The plans of this 
exposition, on which tile Quaker L ity 
is spending $1,000,000, 
differ 
from 
those of any fair which has yet been 
held in the United States. 
It is solely 
in the interest of American m anufac­ 
turers and producers. 
It will be held 
under the joint auspices of the Phila­ 
delphia Commercial museum and the 
Franklin institute, and, confining itself 
to the specific purposes of its organiza­ 
tion, will display manufactured prod 
nets of the United States especially 
suitable for export, and, for the purpose 
of comparison, collections of samples of 
goods made in th e commercial countries 
of Europe aud successfully sold in the 
markets of the world. 
Following so promptly upon the be­ 
ginning of an era of unprecedented 
commercial activity and national ex 
pansion, it indicates that Philadelphia 
is rapid in some respects at least. Con 
gross has appropriated $330,000 in aid 
of the exposition. The city of Philadel 
phi a has giv»n $ 2 0 0 , 0 0 0 , the state of 
Pennsylvania $50,000 and the citizens 
of Philadelphia, individually, $50,000 
A bill now pending in the leigslatnre 
of Pennsylvania appropriates $200,000 
more. making a total sum of about 
$*50,000 which will be available for 
the purposes of the exposition. 
Mr. P. A. B. Widener, a well known 
Philadelphian, who is connected with 
the street railway systems of several of 
the larger cities, -is president of the Ex 
position association, and Dr. William 
P. Wilson, director of the Philadelphia 
museums, is the director general of th. 
exposition. 
The board of directors of 
the Exposition association includes a 
number of the most prominent and en 
ergetic business men of Philadelphia. 
The department of 
manufactured 
products of the United States, which 
will occupy four-fifths of the exhibition 
space, will comprise everything which 
is. can or might be exported, from loco­ 
motives and heavy machinery to the 
smallest novelties. 
The department of 
foreign manufactured goods will com 
prise a v 
e r y 
comprehensive collection of 
samples of goods made abroad and sold 
in all foreign markets in competition 
with American goods and in foreign 
markets in whicli American trade has 
not yet been developed. 
In many re­ 
spects this department will be the most 
important of the exposition. It will in 
elude articles which are at present most 
in demand in all foreign markets, not 
only those of Europe, but of the orient 
of Boa th Africa, of South America and 
of Australia. 
They will lie exhibited 
side by side with American goods of 
the same kind and will show American 
m anufacturers just what competition 
they must meet abroad. These samples 
of goods of foreign manufacture are be­ 
ing selected abroad by competent spe 
cia lists, aided by the entire consular 
service of the United States, which, 
the direction of the act of congress 
making the appropriation, is at the dis­ 
posal of the exposition management in 
the work of collecting the samples of 
foreign merchandise. 
A third department in the exposition 
will show in detail how American goods 
must be packed, labeled and shipped in 
order to meet the requirements of for 
eign trade. In some countries the meth

United States entail heavy losses from 
increased import duties. In other coun 
tries goods must be carried into the in­ 
terior in carts or on mule back and 
must therefore be put up in package© 
of convenient size and weight.

ing with gold lace. 
Hands of licensed 
thieves stalk through the great northern 
valleys, looting and destroying as they 
go. 
Old men. women and children are 
driven at the point of the sword to dig 
trenches for the lazy ruffians in u n i­ 
form, whose safeguard is a system of 
rapine. 
This is the th in g our arm y is 
moving against, aud these are the lib­ 
erty loving leaders for whose sake Sen­ 
ator Hoar and Mr. Carnegie and Mr. 
Cleveland would tear dow n the A m eri­ 
can flag. 
Meanwhile A guinaldo stru ts about in 
his little fortified oamp in the valley of 
the Rio G rande aud 
makes oriental 
speeches filled w ith false stories of his 
victories over the A m erican forces and 
bombastic references to liberty, which is 
nowhere to be seen.

The attack on our arm y was the di- 
t and im m ediate result of speeches 


made in tile senate and editorials in so 
called American newspapers. Enorm ous 
sums of money have been sj-ent by the 
agents of Aguinaldo in cabling these 
traitorous utterances to Hongkong, aud 
they are everywhere quoted w ithin the 
insurgent lines as a justification for the 
shedding of A m erican blood. 
A guinaldo is not fighting for liberty 
He is fighting for power. 
The Tagalos 
*re the only natives of the Philippine 
Islands who have had intim ate contact 
w ith the Spaniards. 
They have been 
corrupted. 
They w ant to rule the rest 
of the Philippines as the Spaniards 
ruled them 
They have simply substi­ 
tuted native Tyranny in the place of 
Spanish tyranny.

E. B. F u rm an of the regim ent 
from the state of W ashington, w riting 
of the battles of Feb. 4 and 5, said that 
“ we burned hundreds of houses and 
looted hundreds m ore,” and th a t “ we 
have horses and carriages and bull carts 
galore and enough fu rn itu re and other 
plunder to load a steam e r.” 
Captain 
A lbert Otis, describing his own exjdoits 
a t S anta Ana, wrote th at “ I have six 
horses and three carriages in m y yard 
and enough small plunder for a family 
of six .” 
G uy W illiam s of the Iowa 
regim ent, after describing the abandon­ 
m ent of a village by the inhabitants, 
w ro te : 
T he soldiers m ade sho rt w ork of th e whole 
thing. 
They looted every house and found bl 
most everything from a p air of woollen shoo* 
up to a piano, anil they carried e v ery th in g off 
or destroyed it. 
Talk of the natives plunder 
ing the to w n s—I d o n ’t th in k they a re in it 
w ith the F iftieth Iowa. 
The fact is now fully established that 
in m any cases the rule has been that 
our troops take no prisoners. 
Charles 
B renner of Minneapolis, R an., in de­ 
scribing the part played by his regi­ 
m ent in the fight at Caloocan, xvrote: 


Company I had tak en a few prisoners and 
stopped. 
The colonel ordered them u p into 
line tim e after tim e and finally sent Captain 
Bishop hack to start them . There occurred the 
hardest sight 
I ever saw. 
They had four 
prisoners and d id n ’t know w h at to do with 
them . They asked C aptain Bishop w hat to do, 
and he said. “ You know th e order*.” an d four 
natives fell dead 
Leonard F. Adams of Ozark, Mo., 
who is in the W ashington regim ent, de­ 
scribes the terrible slaughter of natives 
in the battle of Feb. 4, after which “ we 
w ent over the battlefield in 
squads, 
burying the dead n ig g ers;” tells how 
he “ saw 74 buried in one h o le;” says 
th at “ in the path of the W ashington 
regim ent and B attery D of the Sixth 
artillery there were 1,008 dead niggers 
and a great m any w ounded,” and adds 


I d o n ’t know how m any men, women and 
children th e Tennessee boy* did kill. 
They 
w ould not tak e any prisoners. 
One company 
of the Tenne-Kee boys w as sent into hendquar 
tors w ith in prisoner* and got th e r e w ith about 
a hu n d red chickens and no prisoners. 
The Brooklyn Eagle recently publish­ 
ed a private letter just received from 
Fred B. H inchm an. formerly a student 
in the Polytechnic institute, who is 
now serving w ith Company A, United 
S tates engineers, and whose testimony 
on this point would of itself be conclu- 
nive, as * * I am connected w ith the pro­ 


v o s t m arsh al’s headquarters, have had a

IT WEIGHS 120 TONS WITH TENDER. 


H o n o r n u A m e r i c a n . 
Alfred Colin. M. E., a graduate of 
the Ecole Centrale d ’Arts, a t Metiers. 
Paris, late of the United States naval 
engineers and sometime professor at 
the United States Naval academy, was 
recently appointed by the French gov 
ernm ent a m em ber of a hydrographic 
commission to study and perfect m eth­ 
ods of irrigation in F rance and her 
colonies. 
He has now been chosen to 
study special m eans and appliances in 
use in the arid regions of the southwest 
of the United States, which have so many 
points of resemblance w ith Algeria. He 
is expected to present, a year hence, at 
the next annual meeting of the com­ 
mission in Paris, a report of his inves 
ligations. —Chicago Times-Herald.

A new claim ant for the title of the 
fastest thing on earth is in daily “ tr a in ­ 
in g ” between Boston and Springfield 
along the gleam ing rails of the Boston 
and Albany railroad. 
It is a m ighty 
locomotive, num bered 221, beside whose 
proportions the fam ous 991) of the E m ­ 
pire State express sinks into com para­ 
tive insignificance. 
Its like never before hasbeen created. 
W hether it will be duplicated in th e 
fn tn re depends on how well itfrlfils the 
builders’ prediction of a sustained speed 
of 90 miles ten hour w ith a heavy train 
ever ordinary 
roadbeds, grades and 
curves. Thus far it has “ done” 70 miles 
un hour w ith such ridiculous ease th at 
it is expected to exceed the estim ate of 
a mile every 40 seconds. 
The best type of speedy locomotive 
that stands on the rails today is prob­ 
ably the m achine th at draw s the record 
holding Em pire State express of the 
New York C entral and Hudson River 
railroad, old 
“ 999. ” 
The “ 999 
tips 
the scales at 02 tons, hut the Boston 
and Albany monster weighs 85 tons 
w ithout its tender and 120 tons w ith 
that appendage. The train w ith w hich 


“ 999 ” makes its average of 53.58 miles 
an hour weighs 243 tons. 
The new 
steam Hercules has reeled off 70 miles 
an hour and is expected to do m uch 
better w ith a train aggregating 310 
tons. The “ 999” had a m axim um safety 
tioiler pressure of 190 pounds of steam 
to the square inch, but this Boston and 
Albany engine carries 220 pounds. The 
cylinders of “ 999” are 19 by 24 inches, 
but those of its new rival are compound 
22 by 34 by 30 inches. 
The diam eter of the driving wheels 
of the “ 999.” 7 feet 3 ^ inches, exceeds 
those of the new machine, 0 feet 2 
inches, hut the former engine has but 
double drivers, while the new idea has 
three, thus more than com pensating in 
power for w hat is lost in speed by re­ 
ducing the diam eters 
The storage ca­ 
pacity of the big tender was calculated 
on a basis of several hundred miles 
w ithout restocking, and when she pulls 
o u t of Boston **ach afternoon, except 
Sunday, a t 4 o ’clock for her ru n to 
Springfield and hack she carries 4,500 
gallons of w ater and eight tons of coal. 
Allowing 40 pounds of coal to the mile, 
which is really considerably more than 
is required, th at perm its of a 400 mile 
run w ithout a stop, and the peculiar 
construction of steam chests and cylin­ 
ders affords the greatest economy in the 
use of water. 
Viewed from a little distance this 
new record breaker is very deceptive 
while in motion. The eye and ear, as a 
rule, estim ate the speed of a train by 
the rapidity of the puffing exhausts of 
the locomotive, aud as this m achine 
“ exhausts” only half as often as an old 
style locomotive the first impression is 
th a t it isn ’t m oving so very speedily 
after a ll 
The ordinary engine “ ex 
hausts” four times to each revolution 
of the drivers, but this, ow ing to the 
compound cylinder connections, “ ex­ 
h au sts” only twice. 
Not the least interesting fact in con­ 
nection with this m onster of the rails 
is th at its engineer is a physician in 
active practice as well as an expert in 
mechanics. 
The door of his residence 
on a pretty hillside in Brighton bears 
th a n a m e in gilt letters of “ Dr. H. F 
Brackett, ” aud it is here, w ith his 
wife, th at the m an of science and of 
m achinery lives. 
W hen the “ d riv e r” 
has washed aw ay the grim o nornmu- 
lated in his mile a m in u te run w ith the 
New York “ special,” ho becomes at 
once the physician and goes forth am ong 
his patients. 
The big m achine he drives he feels to 
lie the superior as an express locomotive 
to an y th in g t hat holds the rails today 
in the form of old type engines. 
E n g ­ 
land, however, is m aking experim ents 
w ith a steam novelty for ipeed and 
|hivv**r whole possibilities are as little 
kuowu as are those of the Boston and 
Albany speed monster. 
The most novel 
feature in the com ing British champion 
is the absence of such plower ful it eel 
connecting rods as bind together the 
driving wheels of the American locomo­ 
tive. 
The piston and cylinder are lo­ 
cated at a point m idway of the drivers, 
and other innovations almost equally 
startling are made in other parts of 
the machinery, w ith a view to greater 
concentration of direct power than pres­ 
e n t types have jiermitted. 
The British 
m achine is not so heavy as the new 
American, however, nor is its hill clim b­ 
ing ability w ith a heavy train expected 
to be so great 
The English road* have 
k iw such difficult grades as distinguish 
the Wilroads in this country in the east 
or in the west, but on a level s tra ig h t­ 
aw ay it is a question that only practical 
trial will settle as to w hether the Y an­ 
kees or the Britons will have to “ try 
a g a in ” to secure and hold the distinc 
lion of supremacy in speed and invent 
ive genius.— Springfield Republican

A peculiar feature of “ The Story of 
the Captains” in the May Century is 
the account of the rescue work of the 
American ships after the fight off San 
tiago, which seems to have involved 
more risk than the battle that preceded 
it. In this connection Captain Evans of 
the Iowa relates this story of one of his 
crew : 
W hile rescuing the officers and crew 
of the Vizcaya a boatswain's mate 
named Trainor showed wonderful nerve 
and courage and was afterward pro­ 
moted at my request for bis conduct. 
The boat of which Trainor was acting 
cockswain was lying near the stern of 
the burning cruiser, and most of the 
Spanish sailors crowded on her upper 
deck aft had been persuaded to jump 
overboard, and were thus saved. Three 
remained, however, holding on to tho 
rail, with their bodies hanging over the 
side of the almost redhot ship. Trainor 
was heard to say, ‘We must save them 
men somehow, ’ and without orders lie 
jumped overboard, swam to the aide of 
the Vizcaya, clambered ap to the deck 
at the imminent risk of his life, kicked 
the three men overboard, took a header 
himself and succeeded in rescuing all 
three of them. 
The water was full of 
sharks snapping and tearing at the 
Spanish dead and wounded.”
